Gentlemen of the Counci? and. House of Lepresentatives ; 


In obedience to the requirements of established custom, I 
‘present to your Honorable body the Measage expected to be 
read at the opening of your session. 

To the greater portion of the population of our Territory, 
the year now closing has been a year of prosperity. Many 
who began the vear with perplexing doubts and misgivings as 
to the future of the country, have had those doubts and anxie- 
ties happily removed, and the success of the past leads them to 
hepe and trust for the future. 

e have been spared the calamities of famine and pesti- 
lence, while the benign blessings of peace, health and abund- 
ance have been bestowed upon'us by a kind and overruling 
Providence with an unsparing measure. These signal marks 
of God’s good providence-ghould call ont our deepest gratitude 
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,and-other localities, have been. ee 
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cultural interests of the Territory it is not uninteresting to 
know, that an enterprising farmer of Boise Valley, during the 
pol summer, cultivated sorghum with tle most saccessful re- 
sults. . \ 
While the two principal aaa of our Territory, mining 
and agrictiltural, have thus been prosecuted with efficient en- 
ergy and success, all other industrial pursuits corisequent upon 
them have been correspondingly remunerative, and it is be- 
lieved that there are more settled families, more competent 
‘business men, more active and worthy working men, such as 
‘constitute the bone and sinew of every country, now in our 
midst whd look upon Idaho as their future home, than there 
ever have been at any previous period. 

The idea of extravagant speculation is giving way to patient 
toil and well regulated economy, and judging the future by the 
past, this healthier sentiment on the part of the oe will 
gradually increase until Idaho will abound in all the fixtures 
and elements of a well established and properly organized com- 
munity. As the resources of the country are more and more 
developed, other branches of industry, hitherto dormant, will 
doubtless be thrown open for the active and energetic Jabor of 
the country. Al things considered, the future of Idaho may 
now be looked upon with more confidence than at any former 
period of her history. 

One fact connected with our business relations is a source of 
just pride to our citizens. Our merchants command a respect 
in the commercial circles of the coast not surpassed by the mer- 
chants of any other community. After a careful examination 
of the facts, it is believed that the wholesale merchants of our 
commercial ports, whose patronage has been extended to the 
merchants of Idaho, liave sustained less loss through them than 
throngh the merchants of any other community where the 
same amouit of business has been transacted. When we con- 
sider the vast amount of trade that has'passed throngh the 
hands of onr merchants, our great distance from the seaboard, 
the extended ranges of mountains over which our routes of land 
carriage must necessarily pass, and the consequent perplexitiés 
‘attending the delivery of goods in our towns, and the very few 
failures experienced, we may indeed point with just pride to 
the character of our merchants as men of fine business qualifi- 
cations, and to the resources of our country as inexhaustible.’ 
. Another source of congratulation to our citizens, is to be 
found in the marked decrease of crime in our midst. _ During 
‘the past year but few cases of murder or highway robbery have 
e seliile duripg the same time crimes of smaller’ grade 
have ‘evidently been ón the decrease. ” jaa ii 
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It is to bé Hoped that in all coming time the arm of the: Tå 
in Idaho will be sufficiently eeta for the’ Poon of her 
cltizens'in both life and property; and that whatever may havé 
been the apparent provocations in tines past; no such apparent 
necessity will ever again exist, and that it will not iti the future ` 
be necessary for citizens, in their own name and without thé 
atithority of law, to undertake the administration of justice. 
No instance of dissatisfaction to the people has occurred during 
the past year from the regular operations of the law. Wher 
crimes have béen committed, the patties accused of the sanié 
have, in due time, been put i n trial, and the people have 
heartily acquiesced in the result. Everywhere in our Territory 
the increased promptnéss and stability of our courts is looked 
upon as a just source of increased confidence, on the part of 
the people. Therefore, with regrets for any deplorable events. 
that may have occurred in the past, we may rejoice over the 
brighter prospect for the future. ; 

With regard to legislation to be done at the resent session, 
I have but few recommendations to make. Indéed it seems to 
me that no great amount of legislation is at présent required. 
It is thought that familiarity with the existing’ statutes is of 
el consequence to: the people than increased legislation; 

ile it is important that needed changes in the laws. should, 
from time to time, be made, and necessary new ónes enacted; 
it is equally important that the statutes should remain free 
from complications by amendment, at least long enough for 
the people to become familiar with them and their practical 
workings. a oe 

Since the adjournment of the last Legislature the laws en- 
acted at that and the preceding session Rave been printed, in 
separate volumes, each of which has. been appropriately an 
‘conveniently indexed. The publishing work has been well 
executed, in good type and on good ppm with ‘substantial 
binding, but for want of funds to pay: for the work the books 
still remain in the hands of the Publishers åt San Francisco. 
The embarrassment under which you must necessarily labor iù 
not having these laws before you are fully appreciated, as with- 
out them if is impossible that your present legislation can ‘be 
performed understandingly. or ‘vith as ‘inuch satisfaction, either 
to yourselves or to your constitnenits, as could- be ‘done, coiild 
access be had to these bound voltsiies. ‘In fact, the statutes Of

the Territory are in a very Benea condition. ` 


», The first Legislature, which assembled at Lewiston in 1868, 


chatted a code, butas the quratjoi,ot ‘their session was, limi- 
ted it, was nporgsarily. passed in.cmugh ‘haste, atid with mu 
emanded. The code 
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then enacted was not printed until after the sitting. of the next 
Legislature, and many of the amendments have never beem 
ublished in any form whatever, and indeed each sueceeding, 
Ferilatire has labored under the misfortune of endeavoring 
to amend the legislation of its predecessor with no authentic 
knowledge on the subject matter. The result is, that onr laws 
are inharmonious and abound in perplexing discrepancies, It 
is believed that the best method of seenring a perfeet code of 
laws, and remedying the existing evils, is by the appointment 
of a commission to codify and revise the whole body of our. 
statutes. ‘The present uncertainty can thns be remedied by a 
system which, though it may take some time and incur sume 
expense, will, when complete, supersede for vears the necessity. 
of further amendments and additional legislation. 
Your attention is called to the fact that the hostile Indians 
* » » s -g? > 
still continue to harrass our routes of travel and frontier set-. 
tlements, making it unsate for prospecting parties to explore 
many portions of our country, except in larga numbers, well 
armed; thus retarding the development of our conntry. In 
view of these facts, [recommend the passage of an Act for the 
organization of the Militia of the Territory. The want of 
arms for protection against these hostile bands is severely felt 
by our cifizens. The organization of the Militia would not 
only serve to place us in a better condition for defense against 
the savages, but would also entitle us ta our quota of arms 
from the Government. With a good supply of arms in their 
hands it is believed that our citizens would, in a short time, be 
able to bring to terms of peace the few marauding bands of 
Indians that infest our borders, committing with so much ap- 
parent impunity their predatogy attacks upon the unwary 
traveler and settler. f : 
The tinan-tal affairs of the Territory are far from being in a 
satisfactory condition, as may be seen by an examination of the 
Reports of the Territorial Treasurer and Controller. The 
remedy suggested is in the most rigid economy and a thorough 
and stringent revenue law. “No one should desire or be per- - 
mitted to live in a country where he ean claim the protection 
and benetit of its laws, and at the same time refuse to be lai 
under contribution to sustain that country and support its laws. 
Since all good citizens willingly pay their taxes, it is but justicé 
to them that all should be made equally to assist in the burden 
of taxation. Could all the taxes die trom. our citizens have 
heen promptly collected and paid intó the Treasyry,.cven. at 
existing rates, doubtless our revenue would haye been gtite 
sufficient for all the expenditures.of the Territory. ' 2. ! 
Since the passage j: thé Organic Act, Congress ás mad 
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an annual aprope anon of $20,000 to defray the legislative 
expenses of the Territory, and the sum of. $1,000 for incidental 
expenses. From the records now on file in the Territorial See: * 
retary’s Office, it is ascertained that of the $84,000 thus appro- 

riated for this and the three years’ preceding, only $9,983 00 
have been received and expended in accordance with the objects 
of the appropriations. I need scarcely call your attention to 
the fact that this appropriation‘is by far too small ‘for the ob- 
jects specified, ard I would recommend that a memorial be 
addressed to Congress on this subject, soliciting that body to 
make the next appropriation in accordance with the estimate 
of our Territorial Secretary, now on file in the Treasury. De 
partment at Washington, and to appoint a special commission 
fully authorized and empowered to investigate and adjust the 
claims now existing against the Government arising from leg- 
islative and incidental expenses. ; pa 

It is befitting that I should allude to the great importance of 
a railroad comuunication from the navigable waters of the 
Columbia river, via Boise Valley, to the Salt Lake Valley, in- 
tersecting the Central Pacific railway at some point in that 
region. A Bill, contempleting the establishment of such a road, 
was brought before the last session of Congress. It passed the 
Senate and was referred to the Committee on the Pacific Rail- 
road by the House of Representatives, and will probably be- 
come a law during the present session of Congress. The im- 

»ortance of the enterprise is so deeply felt by every citizen of 

deho as to render if unnecessary fur me to urge your hearty 
eo-cperation with the Government in carrying forward the 
design. 

Our common sthools are not in so flourishing a condition as 
conld be desired. The apparent want of interest on this sub- 
ject has grown out of the unsettled condition of many of our 
fitizens, who, expecting to remain but a short time in Idaho, 
have given attention more to other_snbjects than to the educa- 
‘tional interests of the country. During the past and preced- 
ing summers, however, some considerable interest was taken on 
the subject. Quite a number of districts were organized under 
the provisions of our common school law, and a number of 
both public and private schools were taught ingdifferent parts 
of the country. I would recommend that the County: Gom- 
missioners be authorized to extend the tax for common schoal 
purposes to five mills on the dollar. :

Territory on the late arrival of our Surveyor General, Mr.

Your committee were presented with the certificate of 
election in the usual form, signed by M. J. Purcell, County 
Clerk of Alturas, certifying that on the 18th day of Angust, 
1866, at the general election, “A. M. Quivey was duly elected 
a member of the Legislative Council of Idaho Territory, 
having received the highest number of all Ilegal votes cast in 
said county at said general election.” 

Some objections were originally made as to the genuineness 
of this certificate; but no pertinent evidence was adduced 
against the certificate, and your Committee assume that it is 
pertectly correct, Objections to the citizenship of the claim- 
ant at the time of the election appeared to be equally as 

“unfounded, and were disregarded by your Committee. 
The sole objection made against the eligibility or qualifica- 
tions of Mr. Qnivey for the seat claimed by him, as urged b 
Messrs. Beatty and Hugan, who appeared before the Committee, 
on behalf of the people of Alturas county against the claim of 
Mr. Quivey, arises under the construction of the Jatter portion. 
ot Section eight of the Organic Act, of which the following is 
a Copy: “and no person holding a commission or appoint- 
ment under the United States, exeept postmasters, shall be a 
member of the Legislative Aszembly, or shall hold any office 
under the government of said Territory.” 
Tt is objected on the part of the contestants that the said 
A. AL Quivey did on the 18th of August, 1856, and still con- 
tinges to the present time to hold the office of Assistant Assessor 
and Deputy Colleetor of Internal Revenue in the Territory of 
Idaho, and that he is consequently brenght within the diequal- 
ifications preseribed by the eighth Section of the Organic Act, 
above quoted. 
To determing this question of fact a number of witnesses 
were examined Lv your Committee; including Judge. Jno, 
Cummins, late Collector of Internal Revenue; Austin Savage, 
Assessor of Internal Revenue; J. O. Geer, present Collector 
, of Internal Revenue, and «also the claimant, Mr. Quivey. The

That 
on or about the 11th day of last Augnst he wrote his resigna- 
tion, and deposited the same in the U. S. mail about the 18th 
of Angust, 1866, addressed to the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Seventh--~-That said resignation was written to take effect 
on the Ist of December, 1866. 

Highth—That no official notice has been received by the 
said claimant, or by any of the depariments for the assessing 
or collecting of Internal Revenue in this Territory that said re- 
signation has been received or aceepted—up to the present time. 

The above are the prominent facts established to the sati 
faction of your committee. : 

Your comwittec are of opinion that no objection can be 
entertained against the claim of Mr. Quivey for the reason that 
he at the time of his election was performing the duty, of 
Deputy Collector, John Cummins having resigned bis position 


.as Collector on the 30th of June, and J. C, Geer entering into 


the office as Collector on the 4th of October as his successor 
duly appointed and qualified, the deputyship held by Mr. 
Quivey from Mr. Gummins fell to the ground with the. resig- 
nation and vacancy of his principal. ` o 

Your committee therefore consider all objections founded on 
the holding of the Deputy Collectorship as unimportant and 
irrelevant, = "Be 


— 
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Having disposed of this portion of the case, it remained onl} 
to consider whether the above statement of facts shows the 
existence of such an office, or the “holding” of such a “ com- 
mission or appointment” by the claimant, as would bring him 
ieee the provisions of the eighth Section of the Organic 

ct. 

Your committee are clearly of opinion after an extended 
examination of the United States Statutes, and particularly of 
the Internal Revenue Law as it stands at present, that an As- 
sistant Assessorship of Internal Revenue is such “an office,” 
and is held by virtue of such “¢a-commission or appointment” 
as disqualifies the holder thereof from becoming a member of 
the Legislative Assembly, so long as that “office? is filled, or 
that “commission” held “under the United States.” 

To sustain this position we refer to the Statutes at large, 
39th Congress, page 2, from whieh we quote thefollowing Act, 
approved January 15th, 1866: . 

“ Be it enacted, &c., That the Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby authorized to appoint any Assistant Assessors of Inter- 
nal Revenue now provided by law.” 

By reference to the former law we find that each of the 
Assessors were authorized to divide his district, and appoint 
an Assistant Assessor. See Boutwells Tax System, page 5, 
being Seetion Li of “An Act to provide increased revenue 
from imports to pay interest on the public debt, and for other 
purposes.” Approved-dune 30th, 1364. 

‘hatever may have been the position of this officer prior 
to the passage of the Act of 1866, it is evident that Congress 
by depriving the Assessor of the power of appointment, and 
investing the responsible head of the Treasury Department 
with the authority to appoint these Assistant Assessors, de- 
signed to invest this office with more dignity and independence 
than a mere clerkship in the Assessor’s office, which would 
follow, from the position assumed by claimant’s counsel. This 
view is further sustained by reference to “An Act making 
appropriations for the Legislative, Executive and Judicial 
expenses of the Government for the year ending the 30th June, 
L887, and fer other purposes.” Approved Inky 28d, 1866. 
(Stat. at large, 39th Congress, page 205), in whieh the sum of 
ten millions eight bundred-thousand dollars is appropriated 
* for salaries of Collectors, Assessors, Assistant Assessors, Rev- 
enue Agents, Inspectors aud Superintendents of exports and 
drawbacks.” - Here we have Assistant Assessors classified as 
officers in the same list with Assessors ahd other important 
officials of the Government, There is nothing im this classiit 
cation to show that Congress failed torecognize the Assistant 
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Assessor ag any lessan “officer than the Assessor; on the dote 
trary—the matner in which they arearranged in the Section 
proves that they are all regarded by Congress as officers. 

This view is furthey confirmed by reference to the amend- 
ments to the Revenue Law, Approved July 13, 1866, (amend-- 
ments to Sec. 22, Stat. 89th Congress, pp. 104 and 105,—also 
p. 168, Sec. 60), which — too long for quotation here— shows 
that the manner of settlement, amount and manner.of pay- 
ment of salary, settlement with the Department, &c., are 
ifreconcilable with the theory of exclusive local appointment 
and superintendence, which follows from the position that an 
Assistant Assessor has no status as an official. 

These important amendments of the present law should be 
borne in mind in considering the testimony of Messrs. Savage, 
Cummins and Geer as to the practice of the Department for- 
merly, in making appointments, accepting resignations, &e, 

The Assistant Assessor being revarded as an officer within 
the meaning of the Organic Act, the question arises, whether 
the disqualtication resulting from the occupancy of such office 
attaches at the date of election, rendering him ineligible, and 
Incapable of taking the office, or whether it is a personal dis- 
qualification which may he removed by resienation at any time 
subsequent to such eléction and before taking the oath of office 
in the Legislative Assembly. 

Jf the first of these positions be correct, then it necessarily 
follows that the candidate was unable to take that which the 
people endeavored to'give, and the election was absolutely void, 
so far as Mr. Quivey was concerned. (Cushing: Law and 
Practice of Legislative Assemblies; p. 66: “If an eléction is 
made of a person who is ineligible, that is capable of being 
elected, the election of such person is absolutely void).” 

Your Committee do not feel valle} upon to speculate upon 
the consequences of such inelioibility in this instance, as we ate 
satisfied from an examination of authorities that this disqualt 
fication is not of that nature which relates back to the date of 
election on the 18th of August last, The authorities make a 
wide distinction between that species of disqualification whith 
amounts to ineligibility, and that disqualification which-may 
be removed before clarming to assume the duties of such office, 
Cushing’s Law and Prae. of Leg. Assemblies; page’ 28, sections , 
G7 and 68. i a 

See 68 reads: : ` 

“When the language used is, that “ho person shall be a Repre- 
sentative or Senator,” as in Constitution of the United States, 
Maine, aad many others, “shall be entitled toa seat,” or shall 
be a member unless,” &c., as inthe Constitution of Missouri: 


> 
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in these cascs the point of time to which the qualifications thus 
alluded to, are to be referred, is that of being qualified and as- 
suming the functions of a member.” 


Again on page 31, same work, under the head of “ Disquali- 


fying Ofiees and Employments,” the same doctrine is laid 
dawn: 

e Disqualifications of this kind result from the holding of 
certain oiliees, or from the exercising of certain employments, 
commissions and professions, the functions of which are deemed 
incompatible with the proper discharge of the duties of a mem- 

ar, but of whieh one may divest himself at pleasure, and 
whieh are thereiore relative rather than absolute. In general, 
as these disqualiieations are not derived from- the personal 
character oy the individual, or inflicted by way of punishment, 
thev do not render him ineligible, that is, ineapable to be cl- 
ected, but prevent him from assuming the functions of a mem- 
ber until they are removed. But this depends upon the lan- 
gunge used in reference to each particular disqualification, and 
the time to which it relates, Tims where it js said, that ne 
parsm holding a particular office, &e., “shall have a seat,” 
“shall bea member,” “shall at the same have a seat,” “shall 
hold a seat,’ “shall be eapable of having a seat,” “shall be ea- 
paile of being a member,’ “shall be capable of Lolding any 
olive.” “shall act as a member,” the disqualification relates to 
tha time of assuminy the functions of a member; but where 
the tolluwing terms are nsed, namely—* shall be incapable of 
being elected,” “shall he cligible to a seat,” “shall be eligible 
as a candidate for,” “shall ba ineligible,” the disqualification 
relxics to the time of election.” 

The words used in the Organic Act of this Territory are: 
“shall be a member,” and “shall hold any oliiee.” The tirst of 
theze quotations is in exactly the language given by Cushing as 
one of the instances in which-the question has been cecided ; 
the other, ‘shall hold any office.” is very nearly the language 
in anniher case, and is fully within the seape af its reasoning. 
If these decisions, quoted and approved by Mr. Cushing, are 
good sath mity, as we believe them to be, this disqualification 
of Mr. Quivey is clearly one which refers to the time of ap- 
pearing to take upon himself the oath of office, and to enter 
upon the duties as a member of the Council, We have been 
cited by counsel to the ease of Searcey vs. Grow, repurted in 
the 15th California reports, as holding a different doetrine 
from that advanced by Cushing; but an examination of that 
case will confirm the general doctrine laid down by Mr. Cush- 
ing. That case went off on the construction of a Constitutional 
provision of that State, declaririg no person eligible to a State 
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office who holds a Federal Commission... The decision of the 
Supreme Court in that case was in strict conformity withthe. 
principles laid down by Cushing, quoted above. The language. 
' of the Organice Act of Idaho Territory, as shown before; is. 
“shall be & member,” and “shall hold any office.” The word 
“eligible,” does not appear in the 8th section of the Organic, 
Act of this Terzitory, Had it been used in place of the lap- 
guage “shall-he a member,” “shall hold any offices”. the elec- . 
tion of Mr. Quivey would have been wndouLltedly void, and the 
rson receiving the next highest number of votes—provided 

o was otherwise eligible—would have been entitled to the 
seat as the Councilman from that county. (Onshing’s Prac- 

tice, page OT, section 179). 

The authorities sustain this doctrine: That when the candi- 
date is ineligible, votes cast for him are thrown away; and the 
candidate receiving the next highest number of votes is enti- 
fled to the office; but in case of disqualification occurring at 
the time of assuming the office which heis unable or unwilling 
ta remove the office becomes vacant. 

The whole matter of the admission or rejection of the claims. 
of Mr. Quivey to a seat in this body, in the opinion of your 
committee, resolves itself into this :— aiis . 

Has he resigned his commission as Assistant Assessor of In- 
ternal Revenue at any time prior to his presentation here to 
take the oath of office? 

Tf he has legally resigned that office, then he is entitled to 
a seat in this body. If he has not, then he is undoubtedly ex- 
cluded by the Sth section of the Organic Act, and the office 
should De declared vacant. 

Under the Act of 1864, “to provide increased revenue from 
imports to pay Interest on the publie debt, and for other pur- 
poses,” under which the District Assessor was authorized to 
appoint Assistant Assessors, the practice-—as shown by the tes- 
timony of Messrs. Gummins, Savage and. Geer—appears to 
have been, for the Assistant Assessor to forward his resignation 
to the District Assessor, who appointed him, at the same time 
notifying the Treasury Department of the fact. This practice 
appears to have had the approbation of the Gommissioner of 
Internal Revenue, as will be seen by the ruling No. 324, page 
205 A Boutwells Tax System, in which the following language 
iş nged : ` 

“The Assessor of each District being held responsible for 
the: faithful performance of the duties of his Assistants, has’ 
the power to remove them for cause, but he is expected to re-. 
port such removal, with the reasons therefor, to this office.” >. 

The Act of January L5th, 1866, of July 18th, 1866, and.of 
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July 23d, 1866, amending the former law in many important 
particulars, provides for a different manner of appointment, 
making the Secretary of the Treasury the appointing power 
instead of the District Assessors to be confirmed by the Trea- 
_sury Department. It is a natural presumption that the power 
of appointing being changed to another head, the place and 
manner of filing a resignation should also be changed. So far 
as we have had the means of examination, the amendatory acts 
are not explicit upon this subject; and the latvs being of late 
date no oficial rulings seem to~have been made—or if they 
have been made they are not accessible to us. The only infor- 
mation your committee has, relative to a resionation of the 
Assistant Assessorship to the Department by Mr. Quivey is his 
sworn statement, as shown by the testimony accompanying this 
report, and which is briefly stated in another place, as one of a 
number of fgets found by your committee, It may be stated 
in this—that Mr. Quivey wrote a resignation and deposited it 
in the Post Office addressed to the Treasury Department at 
Washington on or abont the 15th of August, 1866, and that no 
information has since been obtained respecting it. Cushing's 
Practice of Legislative Assemblies, speaking’ of resignations, 
lays down this principle: 

“A resignation takes effect from the time when it is accep- 
ted, or presumed to be so; or it may be when it is ected 
or when there is a presumption that it has been received.” — 
Cushing, page 195, section 473. 

As the law and practice of the Treasury Department rela- 
tive to resignations of this oilice is nut made clearly apparent 
by any of the sources of information accessible to us, and in 
view of the paucity of evidence adduced before us relative to 
the allezed resignation of Mr. Quivey, your committee do not 
feel warranted in determining the question of resignation. If 
Mr. Quivey was entitled to receive the pay and emoluments of 
the office until his resignation was accepted by the Treasury 
Department, and his successor duly appointed and qualified, 
then we are of opinion that he is disqualified from holding a 
seat in this body, and we revommend his exclusion accordingly, 
and that the office be declared vacant; but if your honorable 
body find that he has complied with all the essentials requisite 
to complete a resignation of the office, and has déprived -him- 
self by his acts from any possibility of being regarded by the 

Department as an Assistant Asseseor from and after the 1st 
day of December, 1866—then your committee are of opmion 
that he is entitled to a seat in the Council and accordingly ře- 
commend his immediate adntission. i : ste Ve

Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly : 

Your attention is invited to the great importance of a gén- 
eral system of retrenchment in Territorial expenditures. 

Having in my annual message recommended a system of 
rigid economy as one of the remedies ’for the present embar- 
rassed condition of our finances, I am pleased to learn that 
there is a bill now pending in the Council entitled an Act to 
relieve the Territorial Treasury, which contemplates the repeal 
of all Acts and parts of Acts allowing increased compensation 
to be paid out of the Territorial Treasury to the Governor and 
Territorial Secretary. . 

Having learned through highly respectable sources that 
there existed some delicacy with reference to myself, lest the re- 
peal of the law referred should be understood as having been 
prompted by personal feeling, permit me to assure yon, gen- 
tlemen, that in the passage of the bill now pending, with ‘a 
slight amendment, I shall be happy to attribute to you a higher 
motive and a nobler object. I therefore beg of you to feel no 
embarrassment on mẹ account, as individual interests should 
always be made subservient to the publie good. 

if the Congress, in our Organic Act, failed to provide suf- 
ficient salaries for Territorial offices, it is unreasonable to ex- 
pect that onr infant Territory will{supply the deficit by tax- 
ation; and our remedy should be in memorializing Congress 
on the subject, rather than resorting to’ our Territorial Treas- 
ury. The uniform practice af our Government has been to 
sustain the expense of Territorial Governments, and there is 
no good reason why Idaho should be niade the exception. 

The passage of the bill in its present form would have the 
effect to relieve the Treasury to the amount of $4,000 annu- 
ally.- To so amend the bill as to repeal also an Act to amend - 
an Act entitled an Act to provide increased compensation to 
officers in the Territory, approved.Jan. 13th, 1864, would have 
the still moré beneficial effect of relieving the the Treasury of 
$11,080 thus making a relief in the Treasury of $16,080, as 
will be shown by the following figures: . :

Tt seems to me therefore as but proper and right that ouy ex- 
_penditures should’ at once be placed’ on the basis of oursOr- 
gänic Act, as this would ‘relieve the Treasury of a sum which 
would go far toward liquidating our outstanding indebtedness, 
and placing our financial affairs in a more healthy condition. 
‘* ‘Whatever the seeming necessity may have heen which 
prompted the first Territorial Legislature to provide for in- 
creased compensation of the Legislative members ont of the 
-Territorial Treasury, it is cortainly a matter of grave doubt 
whether such legislation is not entirely nnanthorized by the 
“Organic Act. Congress, it is true, has the power to tx the 
compensation of its members, but that is by a special provision 
in the Constitution delegating the necessary power, and in same 
of the States the authority is conferred by constitutional pro- 
visions; but no instance is knon where the right has heen 
claimed except by some special delegated authority. That it 
is in violation of sound principle there can be no question, 
Tn conclusion, gentiemen, let me assure you of my hearty 
co-operation in all proper and needful legislation, especially in 


the direction, of retrenchment.

(Dred Scott vs. Sanford, 
19 How, p. 395).__Congress may also legislate directly for a 
Territory. (See U. S. Statutes, vol. 12, pp. 482, 501). 

The Constitution and laws of the United States, not locally 
inapplicable, are the laws of our Territory —Organic Act, 
section 13. 

Our Territorial Government was created by Congress, and 
the oath of office required by the Organic Act, and such other 
oaths as may be deemed necessary, or ligitimately within the 
province of that body to prescribe. 

The passage of the bill now before me cannot do away with 
the existing laws of Congress. All civil officers, before enter- 
ing upon their official duties, are required to take an oath or 
affirmation, not by reason of its being upon the statutes of 
Idaho, but by reason of its being a law of Congress. Had 
this bill poh repealed the Act of the Legislature, passed 
December 28th, 1863, entitled “an Act to regulate official 
oaths,” I should have signed it without hesitation. The differ- 
ence in the oath provided by this bill and the oath repealed is 
quite immaterial. The latrer oath is stated in both the affirm- 
ative and negative form, while the oath proposed is stated only 
in the aflirmative form. The man who swears conscientiously 
to the oath provided in this bill, swears to all that is contained 
in that portion of the existing oath, and perjury will lie as far 
in the one ease as in the other, and no farther. The bill pro- 
vides that the oath, which is recited, shall be the only oath re- 
quired of members of the Legislature, District and Count 
officers, attorneys, &e. Now, if Congress prescribes this oat 
of office for members of the Legislature, &c., she may at any 
time alter or change the oath or prescribe an additional oath, 
and the Legislature of Idaho cannot limit the power of Con- 
gress in such cases. I donot deem it proper that we should 
say to Congress, while yet a Territory, that we will take such 
and suck oaths and no other shall be imposed. It is doubtless 

uite proper that we should have upon our statutes some law 
defining official oaths, but in fixing this law we shonld be care- 
ful to incorporate all that is required by the laws of the United. 
States, and in no case should we say that only such an oath 
should be required. The Cae Act prescribes the oath of 
office, and in the laws of the United States, July 2d, 1862, we 
find the oath of allegianee. Every Federal officer is required 
to take both, and I am satisfied that the practice of the Govx 
ernment has been to requite members of Territorial Legista- 
tures to subscribe to each of these obligations before drawing 
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ther per deim, ‘and’ I know of no rule or law making any 

change. — i in? 
Section four of the Organic Act says: “The Legislative 
ower and authority of said Territory shall be vested -in the 
overnor and Legislative Assembly.” No doubts are enter- 
tained but that the act of Congress of July 2d, 1862, required 
the executive branch of the legislative power to take the oath 
of allegiance, and it would appear very strange that the other 

branch should be exempt from taking the same oath. ~ 
The law which declares that one branch of the legislative 
power shall take a certain prescribed oath beforegntering upon 
the duties of office, and before being entitled to any of the 
salary or emoluments thereof, does without doubt’ extend to 
the other, As the bill before nie ve any other oath to be 
required of any member of the Legislative Assembly except 
the one therein named, it is clearly in‘ violation of the law of 
Congress referred to, as understood and interpreted by the de-. 
oe and in opposition to the practice adopted by the 
overnment under said law, on which account the bill is re- 
turned to your honorable without E approval.

Mr. President—The committee to whom was referred the 
resolution : 


“Ingtructing the committee on Territories to inquire into 
the expediency of repealing the Specific Contract Law, now in 
force in Idaho Territory.” 

Waving had the same under consideration, beg leave to sub- 
mit the following report, in which are embodied’ the reasons 
for the repeal of the Act entitled an Act, ete., denominated the 
*t Specific Contract,” ete., shew that the Act of the Legislature 
passed at the session is in conflict with the legislation of 
Congress, which declares United States notes to be a legal ten- 
der at their face, in payment of all debts, In the issuance of 
Treasury Notes, {cammonly called preenback,) provided for 
under the laws of Congress, it is provided that such notes shall 
be “ lawful money, and a legal tender in payment of ail debts 
pablic and private, within the United States—except duties on 
imposts and dues and interest on the public debte” 

he constitutionality of this law of Congress has been ad- 
mitted by all the State Courts that have ever passed upon the 
law, and it would be snrplasage to argue a question so univer 
gally conceded. ~~ 

he law of Congress is very broad: It provides such notes 
shall be a legal fender for gif debts,, An obligation to pay a 
certain sum of money is a debt; to agree to pay a eertain suri 
of gold coin is also a debt. No one will dispute that gold coin 


- Iq money; judgments are debts; debts are the result of con- 


tracts, when. the quantity is fixed and specified. These defin- 
itions’ are taken by all good jurists, and in a popular sense may 
ba more but not less comprehensive. . 
Our Specifie Contract Law provides, “ That in an action on 
a pontract or obligation in writing for the direct payment of 
money, made payable in any es kind of money or cur- 
xenay, judgment for the plaintiff, whether the same be. by de- 
fault or after verdict, may follow the contract or obligation, 
and be made payable in the kind of money or currency speci 
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fied therein. And the law further provides that the execution 
shall state the kind of money or eurrency in which the judg- 
ment is made payable, and shall require the Sheriff to satist'y 
the same in the kind of money or currency in which said jadg- 
ment is made payable, and the sheriff shall refuse payment in 
any other kind of money or currency; and in cease of levy 
and sale of the property of the judgment debtor, Le shall re- 
fuse payment from any purchaser at such sale in any other 
kind of money or curreney than that specified in the execution,” 

Now the obligation or contract contemplated in this law 
though it may be for gold coin is a debt in every sense of the 
word. The law might as well read—that any contract or ob- 
ligation in writing for the payment of debts made payable in 
any particular kind of money or currency, &e., judgment 
shall be rendered for the same kind of money, currency, &e. 

An obligation or judgment fora specified number of dollars 
is a debt: and the character of debt follows as a matter of 
course as fully where payable in a particular kind of money as 
if no particular kind of money had been specitied. 

Our Legislature has undertaken to make a distinction be- 
tween gold and Tegal tender notes, by denominating gold as 
money, and legal tender notes as currency. Congress has said 
that legal tender notes are money and shall be taken at their 
fuce in payment for al? dita, œe. If Congress—(which alk 
admit}—has the right to say what shall be money, and fix tlie 
denominative value—then the Legialature of the Territory, by 
saying that gold coin shall be denominated money, and legal 

‘tender notes currency, and make debts payable in kind; have 
sed a law in conflict with the Jaw of Congress. The Legis- 
ature, by the Specific Contract Law, prohibits the sheriff from 
taking legat tender notes or anything else but gold coin on a 
debt expressed to be payable in gell. The two laws then stand 
thus: The law of Congress says legal tender notes shall be 
taken at their face in payment forall debts. The law of Idaha 
Territory says that legal tender notes shall not be taken in 
payment for debts payable in gold coin. 

Suppose the sherif has an execution issued upon a gold coin 
judgment as provided by our Territorial laws—eommanding 
him to levy upon the property of the defendants, and make the 
money and pay over the amount of the judgment in gold coin, 
and the sheriif in looking after and seizing the property of the 
defendant, finds five handred dollars, sufficient to pay the judg, 
ment, in legal tender notes. Is he not obliged to seize them? 
And if so seized, can he in accordance with his duty únder the 
law as it now stands, exchange or sell them for what they will 
bring in any other kind of money? We think not, 
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The common and statute law requite that money seized upon 
by the sheriff shall be applied in payment of the judgment, 
and it makes no difference whether it is gold or legal tenders, - 
Congress has fixed the value—and that value must be returned 
—neither the Sheriff nor the Legislature of a Territory can 
‘change it, - ` 

If the Legislaturé can change tle law or written contractè 
as they have undertaken to do—they can go stil further.— 
They can say that all contracts not specified shall be considered 
as contracted upon a gold basis,.and such debts or judgments 
shall be for gold coin, and we are not without a precedent, for 
our memorable predecessors that first passed this law, provided 
that judgments for unliquidated damages might be declared 
for in gold coin or currency at the option of the plaintiff. 

But we are told that the Supreme Court of California have 
held their specific contract law, (of which ours is a copy,) con- 
stitutional and their courts enfcrce it. We grant it; and whilst 
we have a great deal of deference for the wisdom and ability 
of the learned judges who compose that Court, we have the 
pleasure of pointing“ to the dissenting opinion of one of its 
most distinguished members, as the best and most logical argu- 
ments in the case. And we also point with much gratification 
to the decision of the Supreme Court of Nevada, and may also 
refer to the decision of the Supreme Court of the State of 
Michigan, in which both of these Courts hold that such a spe- 
cifte contract law is in direct conflict with the law of Congress 
and wholly void. The weight of authority which is always 
considered a guide with jurists and legislative bodies, is against 
the decision of the Supreme Court of California. Mr. Justice 
Bronson fully and incontrovertibly answers the arguments of 
the Californias Court. - i 

Justice Bronson says: “ We are.told that two kinds of cur- 
rency exist, and that both are different in Intrinsic value.— 
Granted as a fact; yet in the eyeand judgment of the law, for 
the purpose of discharging debts not excepted in the Act of 
Congress, they are identical, rather equivalent. č 

e By positive law a legal equality is established between the 
metallic coinage and the paper currency of the Government, 
and T hold that judicial inquiry is not admissible to make any 
distinction between them, where the debt or obligation is ex- 
pressed in Federal money or currency. Casuists may attempt 
to discriminate, but their logic will limp and-halt. 

“ Government has tlie power to reduce the weight or debase 
the fineness of its metallic currency, yet debts contracted while 
the standard. ee is say one hundred grains to the dollar, 
may be discharged by the new coin, though decreased inin- 

aa $ 
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trinsic value to a standard below one hundred; we prestime 
this will not he denied. Indeed suek factis part of the history 
of our Government. Yet we have heard no complaints on 
that'ground, We have not read of any objection to the eger- 
else of the power, 

«The first silver dollars coined in 1794 weighed, aach fouy 
hundred and sixteen grains; in 1837 the standard weight of 
the silver dollar was reduced to four hundred and twelve and 
a half grains. 

Tn 1834 the weight of fine goki to the dollar was reduced, 
and in 1837 the standard of weight was insignificantly gd- 
vanced to the point at which, we think, it now stand, nemely, 
a nominal fraction over twenty-three grains. 

“Take an illustration. A borrows from B one thonsand 
dollars in gold, and agrees to pay it in one year, wold coin alone 
being current, legal tender, the standard weight of the gold 
dollar at the time of the contract being fixed by law at twenty 
five grains, but before the day of payment, Congress by law 
reduces the standard weight of the dollar to twenty grains, but 
making it a legal tender, cannot the debtor discharge the debt 
with the new coin, although of less intrinsic value than the coin 
he had of his creditor? We hold that he can; because the 
creditor is bound to receive the public currency, and bound to 
receive it at its legal value. fie lee seripia esh (1 Bony. D» 
D. 358.) T

€ * itis said Congress has made both gold and United 
States notes a legal tender, and a debtor may waive his right 
to pay in notes and pay in gold coin. That nobody disputes, 
if any man owes a debt he may pay it in gold if he likes to do 
so, and has the gold wherewith to pay. The State could not 
prohibit him from so doing. But those who talk abont a wai- 
ver under the provisions of the State law, do not seem to un- 
derstand the meaning of the term they use. A waiver is de- 
fined to be “ the relinquishment or refusal to accept of aright,” 
Now in all, or at least most of these contracts made under the 
Specific Contract Act, the debtor binds himself at the very in- 
geption of the debt that he will pay in gold and not in paper 
money. Then, if the contract isa legal one, he never did have 
the right or power to discharge his debt in paper money. 

s Why, then talk abont waiving a right he meyer possessed } 
It is true that when anew note is given for an antecedent debt, 
it might, with propriety, be said that if the old debt was pay- 
able in money generally, and the new note stipulated for pay: 
ment tn gold eain, this would be a waiver of a pre-existing 
Fight. But in most cases gold notes are made for a considera: 

` 
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dion, which passes when -the note is executed. In such ease the 
-debtor (supposing the, State law to be valid) never possessed - 
the right 4o pay In anythin g put gold. Tow could he waive a 
wight he never possessed? “The use of this term is simply ap 
ayasion of the true issue. The true question is this: Can a 
State Legislature license two of its citizens to contract that a 
positive law of Congress shall be inoperative and void so faras 
it affects their pecuniary transactions? The proposition put 
in plain English would be laughed at, Hence the necessity of 
covering it up and concealing the true point by the use of false 
terms 


“ There can be no doubt, as a general rule, that a man may, 
in a civil action, waive most of his rights, But parties to 
actions cannot waive the rights of strangers nor supersede the 
laws of the land, <- i 

“In those States where they have statutes making notes 
given for usury and on gaming considerations void, one who is 
sned on such notes may fail to answer and thereby waive his 
right to make such defense. . 

“ But suppose a case where a party gives a note for usury or 
for a gaming consideration, and inserts a clause in the note, 
whereby he agrees not to plead the usurious or gambling con- 
sideration of {he note as a defense. When he is sued he does, 
notwithstanding his promise to the contrary, plead usury or 
gaming, as the case may he, and the other party puts in his 
replication admitting the illegality of the consideration, but 
potting up this special confract not to put in the plea of such 
illegality, would not such a replication be received by any 
Court as a pleasant jest rather than a serious defense? Isthere 
a lawyer in the world, having a particle of common sense or 
thè least regard for his character and reputation, who would 
attempt seriously to support such a pleading by argument ? 
Any lawyer would say at once, this is absurd. i 

“Two people, by their private agreement, cannot suspend 
the operation of a positive statutory enactment. Yet is not 
that.case precisely the same as the one under consideration, 
with this exception? , . . 

“ In the casé put, the parties, upon their own authority, at- 
tempt to suspend the operation of a public Act. , 

“Tn this case two parties attempt to suspend or modify the 

ration of an Act of Congress and plead a license of the 
tate for so doing. . i - 

* Another instance, a party wishing to raise money, mort- 
gages his estate and agrees in the instrument of mortgage that 
ff the debt is not paid at maturity he will waive his right to 
redeem, and the title of the estate shall thereupon pass abso- 
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luiely to the mortgages. Thera is no express Jaw forbidding 
such contracts, but they are thought to be hard, unfair and op- 
pressive. Courts have universally disregarded such agree- 
ments {or waivers as pone respondents would rather call 
them), and allowed the mortgagor to redeem on equitable 
terms, although the debt was not paid or tendered at maturity, 

“These examples show that Courts do not regard or enforce 
contracts mate either in violation of publie statutes or in vio- 
lation of public policy.” 

As to the law of this case we have said more-than we in- 
tended to, and we believe enough to convince every rational 
man of its absurdity. If a case shall ever go to the Supreme 
Court of this Territory we have no hesitancy in saying that this 
law will be decided as it has been in every other ease “except 
California,” as invalid and of no binding force, But there are 
other reasons why this law should be repealed. It gives the 
power to work the exclusion of the currency of the nation 
from free gnd active circulation among the people, permitting 
capitalists to declare for their own gain, what shall and what 
shall not be used by the people as a circulating medium in 
payment of their debts. Congress has the right to coin mone 
and fix the value thereof. All the Stctes have conceded this 
right, and Congress has ever exercised it. To acquire and to 
adopt the laws of Congress is not only the~pledge but the 
faithtul duty of every State and Territory, and all the citizens 
of the United States. All such laws as the one we now ask 
to repeal stand in direct antagonism to the law of Congress 
and liad such a Jaw been practically extended through the At- 
lantic States, and acquiesced in by the peuple there as it has 
been by the people on this coast, it would have deeply wound- 
ed, if not wholly paralyzed the nation’s power during her long 
and protracted strugele for national existence. The difference 
in dealing in money between the two sections of country is 
very material. The people of the Atlantic States say that 
gold is a marketable comm dity, and currency the standard 
value. Gold is not needed then at all and does not enter their 
business transactions, except that when they have to pay du- 
ties on imports or for Bonds in a foreign market, they go to a 
broker and bny it, not treating it as money but buying it in 
bars or ingots as they would buy grain or cotton. ‘If we 
go into New York to buy gonds and offer fo pay with gold, 
whether coined or not, the trader will indeed take it not as 
money, but aa he would exchange for any other equally. con- 
venient cammadity which he could ebnveniently and at all 
times convert into money. But what does he do with it? pay 
it out in his business—-not unless he has taxes or imposta ta 
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pay. He immediately sends it to a broker and sells it for what 
e calls money, exactly as he sells the goods which he traded 
for it, He does not want it and would ~not take it except for 
accommodating and as he would take any other property that 
might be offered him for his goods which he could with the 
same Gonrenience.turn into money. Gold everywhere in the 
United States, except on this coast, is a mere commodity in 
the market, and is treated as nothing else, while the.national- 
currency is tréated as, and for all practical purposes, is the 
only money. On this coast, and nowhere else, the currency is 
a marketable commodity, and gold is treated as the only money. 
In New York the price of gold is quoted; in San Francisco 
the-price of greenbacks is quoted. It is well understood that 
the monied power of this coast is centralized at San Fran- 
eisey. They are the friends of the specific contract law, and 
may be divided into two .classes—the money lender and the 
importer. The reason that:the banks, brokers, and money 
lender is in favor of a metalic currency is this: if gold is made 
the circulating medium, then every body must haye gold to 

ay their debts and buy what they want., The people will 
ave a more limited supply of money; the demand will be 
groen and the'vates of interest much higher. On the other 

and, if paper money is the basis of ali transactions, the gold. 
producer will receive the differenca between his gold and pa- 
. per money; labor and all productions and manufactures will 
command higher prices; money ‘will be plenty in the hands of 
the people, and eastern capitalists will-bring their money here 
ead oin it at half the rates now obtained by our money lend- 
ers. The other class of persons, the importers, by selling their 
goods for gold and making all debts payable in Bold coin, are 
always able to pocket the difference between gold and paper 
money, and at the same time demand high prices for their 
wares, a À G 
"7 At the time that legal tender notes were issued by the gov- 
ernment a meeting of bankers and importers was held in San 
Francisco to determine what. should be the character of the 
currency on this coast. At that méeting it was determined to 
reject the national paper and to deny credit to all who should 
‘pay their past indebtedness in. paper money. It was further 
determined to publish such persons if any there should be, 
And the newspapers of Califhrnia and Oregon continue to 
bear evidence of this fact even to this day. 

The same honorable gentlemen, at that precise period- of 
time, were largely indebted in the Eastern cities for the goods 
which they claimed their debtors and customers should pay for 
in gold, and the importers’ debts were created when gold and 
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silver were the only tender recognized. But not one dollar of 
their own debts did they pay in gold. They went into the 
market when gold was two hundred and-forty per cent, and 
with this same gold’ which they had extorted from their cus- 
tomers bought paper, and with paper money ther paid their 
debts, and were neither denied credit nor published for re- 
pudiating their moral cbligations—and this rule of what they 
call fair dealing continues to this day. There is not a single. 
merchant on this coast that demands gold for his wares, but 
whutsells the gold for paper, pockets the difference, and pays 
his debts in the Atlantic States in paper money at its face. 
One hundred millions of dollars and over, through this nefarious. 
schema of speculating in Government money, has gone directly 
into the pockets of the importers and money loaners. They 
may be ail Daa citizens; we doubt not they are, for they 
have winked at the laws of Congres, speculated upon the con- 
fidence of Government money, made the rich richer and thé 
poor poorer. 

We are often told that paper money will be inflated and 
contracted, and we ars always liable to have a fluctuating or 
depreciating currency. If we take greenbacks for a dollar 
to-morrow as well as to-day, and so on for all time, then there 
is no fluctuation or depreciation in the pries of the money. 

Prices of commodities may go up or may go down, and in 
that way, if the supply or demand of money is greater or less 
then the demand, currency is said to be contracted or ex- 
panded more than the public necessities require. There is no 
rule for the contraction or expansion of paper money whioh- 
will not equally apply to a metallic currency. This question) 
of indaturs and contracture is within the control of Congress; 
and these dangers will be understood and strictly guarded. 

But to take the condition of onur awn Territory: I£ there 
ever was anything to incite the people to adopt the national 
currency, our condition certainly demands it the most. We 
have no other kind of money, and the question, if fairly put, 
is, Shall we have this money, or shall we have no money at 
all? Thers is some exception, it is true, in the northern part’ 
of the Territory, but in this portion of the Territory there: is* 
no.such thing as gold or silver coin in ciretlation. The few: 
dollars in com that tind their way here are ee up and Taid’ 
away, or sent off to pay debts in our neighboring States: Of 
all the substitutes that howe ever been: used for a clreulating: 
mediom, thereare none so dangerous and wasteful as pold dust, 
The adulteration and mixing of gold dust hag become go coms’ 
mon that me pure gold dust is.now in eirculation. It is all: 
valued slike, and, several dollars per ounces more: than it: 
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really worth: Noman can jndge or determine its real value: 
im. consequence of so uncertain: a value; merchants have in- 
creased- tha prices of all articles, and wares are now high: 
enough. to pay a fair profit.if paid for in legal tenders at their 
fece, Repeal this law and we put merchants and the business 
of our country upon a legal tender basis. Theenrrency of the 
nation will flow in here, ead dust willbe bought far what itis 
worth, and prosperity and thrift will inevitably follow.

Mr. Fenn, of the Committee on Territorial Affairs, on the 
Repeal of the Specific Contract Act, made the following: re- 
port: 

Mr. President—As one of your Committee on Territorial 
Affairs, to whom was referred the following resolution : 

Resolved, “'That-the Committee on Territorial Affairs be 
requested to inquire into the expediency of repealing the Spe- 
cific Contract Act.” ‘ 

I have, after mature consideration, arrived at the conclusion 
that it would be inexpedient to repeal, or even amend, at thè . 
present time, the Act “To enable. the Courta to enforce the 
specifie performance of Contracts,” approved Dec 3d, 1864. 

Among the reasons that have inflnenced me as. a member of 
that Committee, in arriving at the foregoing conclusion, are the 
following: ; 

That while the States of Galifornia, Oregòn and Nevada, 
syith which almost all our commercial and financial transac- 
tions, ontside our own Territory, are connevied, retain, their 
Specific Contract Acts, it would work immense injury to:make 
any radical change in aur cnrreney. And thatin.view.of the 
fact that San Francisco is the great commercial center of- the 
Pacific coast, we should pause before we inaugurate asystent 
of currency in djametrioal opposition te that to: whieh it flows 
in. the ne course of trade and commerce.’ That the 
great productive interest.of our Territory is. mining. for golt 
and silver, the acknowledged standard of value thronghont.ihe 
coinmeraial world, and-thet a departure from that standard can 
anly be justified by seme great national necessity, and ig al, 
ways {allowed by‘a train.of evils, amorig which are the unset 
au of prices, a decuease,of ‘productive industry, followed by — 
bankruptey and ruin, ` Me Re ae 
"That ie would"be mosh Apolo at this time, when the Seez 
retary-of the. “Treasury: of, the United: States. is warning the 
people of the dangers of the legal tender system, and aisig his 
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utmost endeavors to bring the whole country back to a sound 
specie paying basis, for owt Territory to repeal her Specific Con- 
tract Act, and embrace the dangers and disorders that the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury is trying to remedy, and from which we 
have fortunately been exempted. 

It is the duty of the Legislative Assembly to carefully guard 
the future interests of our Territory; and,.in view of the fact 
that so little attention is paid by the Congress of the United 
States to the wise and experienced recommendations of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, it is rendered probable that the 
present inflation of the currency will be increased, until it eul- 
minates in an appalling financial crash, carrying desolation and 
poverty to immense numbers of the American people. 

By continuing our present system, all such dangers will be 
effectually avoided. 

It is frequently urged that great inconveniences are’ expe- 
rienced, and frequently gross injustice suffered, in consequence 
of the mixing and adulteration of gold dnst, and also the diñ 
ferences in value as taken from the different localities, forming 
as it does a large portion of our currency. 

But it should be borne in mind that our “ Specifice Contract 
Act,” which is sought to be repealed, does not require but sim- 
ply authorizes contracts to be made payable in gold and silver, 
and provides for their enforcement, And the people, and par- 
ticularly the business men, when difficulties of the nature men- 
tioned are experienced, are responsible for the state of thin 
that exist in their midst, and have but to apply the remedy 
whieh is within their own control. 

Gold dust is an article of merchandise, having real intrinsi¢ 
value, and subject to no fluctuations; and if men would follow 
the same rule in receiving it that they would in buying or ex- 
changing any other article, and pay no more than it is worth, 
asis done in many portions of our Territory, all difficultics 
would be obviated. 

An appropriation has been made by Congress for the estab- 
lishment of a United States Assay Office at Boise City, which 
will render the proper change in business matters of easy ac- 
complishment. ` ” 

In the northern portion of the Territory a large proportion 
of the gold dust taken from the earth is assayed by private ss- 
say offices. No difficulty is there experienced as to the value 
of dust. Anad whenever there isa disposition among those 
receiving gold dust in payment of debts to take it at its real 
value, assay Offices will be established on_private accounts to 
meet the wants of communities until the Government office ig 
established, 
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To make legal tenders the standard of value in our Territory 
‘would, for some time to come, make the honest and-un: 
the victims of the unscrupulous in contracting obligations, and 
would be an immense burden we the consumers, embrating, 
as fhey do the mass of the people. 

As men. furnishing the necessary supplies for our population 
would be compelled to exact larger profits to cover the chances 
of depreciation in the currency, which are incidental to ant it- 
redeemable paper cirenlation, and which was exemplified by 
fluctuations to the extent of twenty-eight per cent. in the New 
York market in July last. f 

Tt should also be borne in mind thatthe Federal Government ' 
recognizes the correctness of our system of currency by letting 
contracts for subsistence and other purposes: in our Territory, 
payable in gold coin, or its equivalent: ; 

e best evidence that the Berl of the Territory are op- 
posed fo the repeal of the “Specific Contract Act,” is drawm 
from the fact that, previous to its enactment, gold and silver 
were-the-usual standard recognized by the people in their busi- 
ness transactions; and the ae barely antares them ta use 
such standard in their business, and collect debts contracted 
under it. And that, asfar as I have been able to ascertain, it 
has been continued, and almost universally acted: upon to the 
present time. 

Another reason -why no action should be taken by the Legis- 
lative Assembly, and which leads me to believe that no good 
cause exists for its repeal, is the fact thatno petitions have been 
presented upon thesubject, which could not have been the case 
if desired by the people, as it is a subject in wliich every person 
has a vital interest. . 

In conclusion, I would state that the repeal of the Specific 
Contract Act would unsettle the business of tlie country, and 
render it very difficult, if not impossible, to negotiate loans Le- 
tween individuals within the Territory, and more particularly 
with capitalists in the States of California and Oregon, for the 
development of our great natural resources, as tlie Huctuations 
incident to an irredeemable currency would cause the Tender to 
fear that the principal and interest at the close of the term would: 
be of Jess intrinsic value than the original sum loaned at thé 
time of its negotiation. 

I would therefore recommend that. we let well enough alone,

- Sir,—Yerewith I return to your honorable body C. B. No. 
37 with my objections. The Organice Act provides that all 
Township, District and County officers, not otherwise provided 
for, shall be appointed or elected in such manner as shail be 
provided by the Governor and Legislative Assembly. 

The Governor and Legislative Assembly have provided by 
general law that dil township, district and county officers shall 

e elected by the people, and have fixed the manner and time 
of holding elections. The-sheriff, auditor and other county 
and township officers, with One or two exceptions, hold their 
offives for two years, and the term of office for every county 
officer begins on the first Monday in January ensuing his 
election. 

On the second Monday in August last a general election 
was held in all the counties in the Territory for the eleciion‘of 
township, district and county officers, and all the counties in 
the Territory participated in said election. During the first 
ten days of this month, the county officers so elected: can qual- 
ify and enter upon the duties of -their several offices. In Ada 
County, (over which this Bill specially legislates,) persons 
claim to have been elected to the county offices of said coun 
and have qualified and claim the right to said offices; and 
am informed that steps have already been taken to determine 
the rights of the claimants. "Whether those persons or others 
are entitled by law to the offices to which they claim to have 
been elected, is not a question which I propose to discuss, or 
- which the Legislature can settle by passing a law pretending 
to legislate the old officers into office two years longer or any 
definite time; nor can they settle the question by passing any 
law whatever; such a question is for the Courts to decide. 
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The intention of C. B. No. 37 is to legislate the old officers 
into office in such a manner that the person claiming to be 
elected cannot go to the Courts to have their rights determined; 
in short, it is to decide the legal rights of these parties by 
special legislation. The law is ample to settle the dispute be- 
tween the claimants of these offices. 

Xt is for the Judges of our Courts to see that the scales of 
justice be held with an even hand. The obligations of the 
Judge that he will dispense equal law and rights to all pers 
sons; that he will faithfully soa justly do equal and impartial 
justice to individuals and the public, and the great and mighty 
guarantees to that administration of justice which puts citizen 
upon an equal footing with citizen. An interference with the 
uniform administration of juttice, directing that administration. 
aside from uniformity, so as to give to one man rights which 
must be denied to another, would at once be subversive of the 
liberty and security granted by the Constitution. This would 
emphatically be the case if any power but the Court was per- 
mitted to direct at pleasure the rules and measure of justice im 
specified cases. Who would be safe if the Legislature were 
permitted to dictate the decision of causes pending: What 
would be the use of Courts under such a state of things? 
They would be mere instruments in the hands of others, and 
all their powers and usefulness would be paralyzed, 

Admit the principle, that the Legislature at pleasure can 
settle the rights of those claimants, who can look forward to 
theresult. If this can be done, the tenure of every office is 
dependent upon. the Legislature for its ratification. The people 
may elect, but the Legislature may defeat the election. If they 
ean do so in one county they ean do so in évery county where 
the officers fail to suit a majority of the Legislature. In this 
way no election law can be made effectual. And again, I fail 
to see the reason fur carrying these officers beyond the next 
election, unless the intention is to take the right of election en- 
tirely away from the people. Why not legislate them into 
office for five or six years instead of two years? If the rule ig 
good in one ease it is good in the other. ` 

The office of a Legislature is to rear a system of laws, calen- 
lated to secure and advance in the best possible manner the 
rights of all citizens of a State. Statutes are made either in 
N LON of natural rights and duties and declarative of them; 
or are positive regulations for political reasons, respecting cer- 
tain matters and things in themselves indifferent. o

The people have made the choice of 
their officers through the ballot box; the elected officers have 
performed their duties; the law has been universally acqui- 
esced in, and general satisfaction prevails. In fact I know of 
no law that has been more universally approved. 0O. B. No.

Noticing that the practice of my predecessors în this Terri- 
tory had been to sign not only bills, but memoricls, resolutions, 
etc., I inadvertently followed their precedent without consider- 
ation, and signed the two resolutions te which reference was 
made in my message of the 15th. 

But upon consideration becoming satisfied that my right to 
approve or reject the measnres of the Legislative Assembly is 
confined to bills and does not embrace resolutions, I intended 
to so express myself in my former communication.

and Means and Education, to whom was referred O. B. No. 57, 
an Act for the issuance of bonds and for the establishment and 
maintainance of public scnools, made the following majority 
report: 

Mr. Speaker—The undersigned, members of the Joint Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means and Education, to whom was 

‘referred O. B, No. 57, an Act to provide for the issuance of 
Territorial bonds and to provide for the establishment and 
maintainance of schools in Idaho Territory, respectfully report 
that after maturë consideration we have come to the conclusion 
that the interests of education, moral culture and a due regard 
for the future prosperity of the people of onr Territory, im- 
peratively demand the passage of the bill, with slight amend- 
ments. s - 

By making the endowment provided for in this Act, not 
only will the great interests of education be promoted but 
orphan asylums and hospitals, which have always been its twin 
sisters, will be established in our Territory under the control 
of the Sisters of Charity and Mercy, by whom the helpless and 
unprotected orphan and the victim of disease in all its various 
forms, will be alleviated, nourished and sustained. It should 


be borne in mind that the thirty-sixth section, from the pro- * 


ceeds of which this endowmentis made, has no connection with 
the funds arising from the sixteenth section, which has always 
been applied to common schools, but that when the policy was 
inaugurated by the Federal Government of granting the thirty- 
sixth section, it was for the benefit of the higher order of 
educational interests, and becomes peculiarly within the purview 
of this Act, being usually called the University fund. That 
the thirty-sixth section within our Territory embraces óne 
million eight hundred thousand acres, with an equal amount 
for the benefit of common schools. 
That by Act of Congress, should the land upon survev betr»

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made to fall upon the sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections be of 
little value, the school lands may be passed or transferred to 
Gesirable localities, thus rendering the whole of the immense 
Gonation by Congress available. 

And the endowments provided by this Act, and from which 
such immense benefits will be incurred, by advancing the 
educational, moral and physical condition of our people, will 
at the utmost require but ten per cent. of the proceeds of the 
thirty-sixth section of land aforesaid. : 

The objection has been raised that this endowment is for the 
benefit of a particular religious sect, at war with the spirit of 
republican institutions. This objection is, in our opinion, 
barely requires a proper elucidation to be completely removed. 
It should be borne in mind that the Colleges, Universities and 
Academies that have been established in the newly organized 
States are endowed, and in fact supported from the proceeds 
of funds arising from the thirty-sixth section, and have almost 
universally been under the control of some particular denom- 
ination of Christians, mostly Protestant, and the argument, if 
argument it can be called, is much stronger against educational 
institutions under the control of Protestant denominations than 
Catholic, for the reason that by the rules of Protestant institu-. 
tions so established, all persons attending the same are required 
to listen to their spiritual teachings, while in Catholic institu- 
tions the persons attending are allowed fully and freely to 
attend such worship as they see fit, nor subjected to Catholie 
spiritual teachings. : 

The State of California has made endowments to Protestant 
and Catholic educational institutions, withont respect to the 
denomination of Christians controlling the same. 

Congress donated to the State of California five hundred 
thousand acres of land for purposes of internal improvements 
their Legislature transferred the same to the school fund, ont 
of which liberal appropriations have been made regularly to 
the following institutions of learning in that State under the 
control of Catholics and the various Protestant denominations, 
which should be a sufficient answer to the objection that the 
Legislature should not now make this endowment, as the wants 
and interests of her people upon the subject of education are 
in many respects similar to onr own. 

The peenliar situation of the people of our Territory, differ- 
ing as it does from the older States of the Union, is another 
vital reason in favor of the passage of the bill; our population 
is changing and unsattled, thereby operating most disadvan- 
tageously against the establishment of a thorough system óf- 
common sehoolg; the male population of our Territory, 
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especially in the mining portions thereof, onfnumbers the 
female some six or seven to one. Families residing in the. 
mining localities seldom have sufficient children in their imme- 
diate neighborhood to sustain a common school, and the chil- 
dren and youth pass through the years when the mind is most 
susceptible to impressions from surroundings without any ad- 
vantages of mental or moral training, and are thrown daily 
and hourly into association with the vicious aud abandoned, 
which leaves its taint upon the youthful mind, and will in the 
future produce an immense harvest of misery and crime. 

The location of the principal schools in the mining com- 
munities, with branches to suit the wants of mining towns, will 
furnish an opportunity for parents to provide for the education 
of their. children at a moderate expense while they are neces- 
sarily employed in the mining regions, and tlie large number 
of female teachers as specified in the petition of the most Re*® 
Archbishop gnarrantees that the great want of proper schools 
and competent teachers will be fully supplied under the system 
it inaugurates. At the schools that will be established by the 
corporation contemplated by this Act, parents can rest satistied 
that when their duties call them to portions of the Territory 
that are without educational advantages, and with vicious sur-. 
roundings, the¥ can place their children in the institutions con- 
templated by this Act, where all their physical wants will be 
attended to with a mother’s interest and care,.and their mental. 
and moral training be such as to prepare them for all the duties 
of life, to be an ornament to their relatives and a credit to 
society, - 

The bill provides that the educational fund created by this , 
Act shall cease whenever the amount received into the Treas- 
ury from the proceeds of the thirty-sixth section shall be suffi- 
cient to redeem the bonds ‘issued under the provisions of the 
Act, and that no debts contracted by the corporation can be 
a claim upon the Treasury, and provides that no money shall 
be paid from the Treasury until at least two schools contem- 
plated by this Act shall have been established and be in suc- 
cessful operation. . 

Your committee recommends striking out the word “two? 
and inserting “three” before the word “school” in line —, 
section 4, thereby securing the educational fund from a possi- 
bility of loss. í 

e further recommend the accompanying amendment to 
section 5, in order that no expense attending the carrying out” 
of the objects of the Dill can be charged upon the common 
school fund, ` : :

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General’s office has been established in our Territory, and, 
with the opening of spring, surveys will be commenced, -and 
the fund created by this Act made available at an early day. 

In conclusion, we earnestly request the House of Representa- 
tives to take into consideration as a guarantee of the intention 
of the corporator to extend to the pevple of our Territory the 
incalculable advantages of a mental and moral training for our 
children and youth, as well as for the establishment of orphan 
asylums for the helpless, innocent and unprotected, and hospitals 
for the afflicted and untortunate ; that, under the control and 
direction of the most Rev. Archbishop Blanchet, over one mil- 

lion dollars has been expended in the State of Oregon and 
Northwestern Territories, as shown by his memorial, from 
which have flown benefits and blessings to the people of our 
frontier settlements which can never be compensated by Leg- 
islative enactments.

Ir. Speakcr—The undersigned, members of the committeo 
to whom was referred O. D., No. 57, an Act to provide tor the 
issuance of Territorial bonds, ete., ask leave respectfully to 
report that they have had the same under consideration and 
hereby respectfully submit their views in the premises. 

The bill, in effect, provides for the issuance of bonds to tho 
amount of thirty thousand dollars, to be prepared at the ex- 
pense of the Territorial school fund, bearing interest at the rate 
of ten per cent. per annum, payable to the order of the Right 
Rev. Francis N. Blanchet, vee ot Oregon, out of the’ 
proceeds of the sales of certain school lands, to enable his rev- 
erence and the Sisters of Jesns and Mary, of Portland, Oregon, 
and the Sisters of Providence, at Vancouver, Washington 
Territory, to establish and maintain schools within this Terri 
tory, upon an extensive scale, and in order that his reverence 
and his suceessors in office can legally take and administer the 
ea aaa thus provided, they are constituted a corporation 
Bole. 

The provisions of the Organic Act referred to in the bill 
are as follows: That when the lands in said Territory are sur- 
veyed, &o., sections numbered sixteen and thirty-six in each 
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township in said Territory shall be, and the same are hereby' 
reserved for the purpose of being applied to schools in said 
Territory, and in the States and Territories hereafter to be. 
created out of the same. soars : 

The question then aries, can the measure properly receive 
the sanction of this body. The solution of the question de- 
pends upon two propositions: First— Has the Legislative 
Assembly the legal authority.to pledge those lands for the pur- 
a ie rae by the Act? and Second“Is it politic to 

O 50? 

The lands referred to in the bill are reserved for a special 
purpose; the title thereto remains in the United States,.and 
cannot be conveyed except by grant; their disposition is sub- 
ject to such further pe se as Congress may provide. The 

erritory, as yet, have no right to them whatever —not even 
the title of a possibility coupled with an interest, and never 
will have until they are ceded to the Territory. Their present. 
status is simply that they will be and are reserved from the 
operation of the land laws to be applied for school purposes. 

The manner in which that application will be made depends. 
wholly upon the laws of Congress. They may be sold and 
the proceeds loaned out end the interest alone applied for 
school purposes, or they may be grauted to the Territory, but 
with such conditions annexed as to render the provisions of 
* the Act in question wholly inoperative. In this view of the 
matter the proposed legislation would not only be premature 
but wholly void. Waiving, however, the objections suggested, 
and conceding that said lands are the subject of disposal by 
the Legislative Assembly, or that the proceeds thereof can. ba, 
pledged for the purposes mentioned in the Organic Act, tha. 
question still remains ss to whether the objects sought by the 
passage of the bill under consideration legitimately answer 
those purposes, Those lands are reserved “for the purpose of 
being applied to schools” &e.; what schools are intended ẹ. 
certainly not those established and maintained by a purely 
sectarian creed, whose design and object is to prepare the 
mind to embrace the peculiar tencts of that creed! Such a 
construction would do violence to the spirit of our institutions 
—would be in opposition to all precedent—and evidently con- 
trary to the intention of the Congress of the United States. - 

Ever since the formation of onr government the establish-. 
macnt of schools has been-the subject of municipal authority. 
In every State and Territory general school systems have been 
adopted, the design of which has been to afford to-every one, 
however poor or humble, the opportunities of an education, 
uninfluenced by religions dogmas. Fanatical intermeddlers, it 
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is trne, have in many instances attempted to thwart that design, 
and have greatly impaired their usefulness; yet the system is, 
acknowledged as an important part of the institutions of onr 
country, and is comprehended within our general policy. 
- These schools constitute an entire different class from those 
fostered by the church; the one is established by law and sub- 
ject entirely to municipal regulations; the other by religious. 
denominations and influenced by sectarian teachings; the one 
is public and general, the other private and select; and when 
the Act of Congress contains the words “the schools, &e.,” 
can there be any doubt as to what schools were intended. It 
certainly means those schools established by municipal authority 
as contradistinguished from those select schools established by 
private endowment and controlled by church rule. If this 
view be correct then the attempt to apply the proceeds of the 
sales of-those lands in the manner proposed by the Act in 
uestion would be a misapplication of those funds, an abuse of 
the trust and a violation ef authority. In the light of policy, 
what reason can be urged for the passage of this bill? it is an 
acknowledgmunt in the outset that our people are not capable 
of maintaining a system of schools common to every State and 
Territory in the Union, but that they have to invoke the 
wisdom and influence of the Hight Rev. Archbishop of Oregon 
to establish schools among them and superintend the instruc- 
tion of their youth. 

And what would be the result? our resources erip- 
pled; the encouragement and influence of the more wealthy 
peta of our schools withdrawn, and their support left to 

he indigent portion of the community, we shall have accom- 
plished the establishment of one system and the destruction of 
the other; we shall have secured in a few favored localities 
select schools, accessible to the rich and fortunate, while the 
more remote portions will be deprived-of all of its benefits ; 
we may adorn, beautify and improve the one locality while we 
neglect and desolate the other. We shall imitate the impru- 
dence of that savage who, when supplied with the means to 
obtain a suit of wearing apparel, expended it all in the pur- 
chase of a shiny hat, which he supported in strange contrast 
with his old blanket and dilapidated breech-clout, displaying 
the fashionable gentleman at the one end and the ragged Indian 
at the other. 

We shall have invaded with rude hand an ancient, time- 
honored system of education; a system calculated to ramify 
the whole community; to permeate the entire body politic, 
and ta extend to th: remotest fragments of society a system 
liberal in deizn, republican in character, and. which places 
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Jearning within the reach of all; a system which, in principle, 


favors no sect or creed, inculéates ne doctrinal faith, acknowl- 
edges no head save the civil authority of the government, 
and tends “to the establishment of no religion,” our own 
peculiar American system coeval with the fonndation of our 
government. > . oo 
, For the reasons here stated, the undersigned, while they 
maintain profound respect for the institution known as the 
Sisters of Charity, and believe that it deserves encouragement 
and support, yet they earnestly recommend that this House do 
absolutely desist and refrain from intermeddlmg with our 
school lands, that the proceeds thereof be allowed to remata, 
for the present at least, unpledged for any purposes whatever. 
They would therefore recommend that the hill do not pass.

Your committee on Military and Indian Affairs respectfnlly 

submit the following report: k f 

“Your committee have not deemed it necessary or advisable 
to recomend or bring forward any measure for the organiza: 
tion of the Militia of the Territory. No public arms have ever 
deen received by the Territory, and we are not advised that 
any quota of the pnblic arms lias ever been assigned to Idaho 
Territory, although the yery purpose of their distribution, under 
existing laws, is best subserved when the arms are put within 
reach of the population of new Territories, around and in 
which the hostile savage still lurks for pillage and wurder. 

In the northern portion of the Territory peaceful relations 
exist between thé whites and the Indian tribes settled there, 
which have not been interrupted since the organization of the 
Territory. This desirable and yousnal-condition is owing 
mainly tọ the fact that those tribes, the Nez Perees, Oœur 
d@’Alenes, Pen d'Oreilles, &e., have been for a long time grad- 
ually adopting the pnrsuits of peace and habits of civilization, 
under good inthiences—acqnired property and permanent hab- 
itations, and rely for a surer subsistence upon the cultivation 
of the soil and the raising-of stock. But in Southern Idaho, 
throughout that portion of the Territory south of Snake River, 
your committee regret to say, a far different condition of 4f- 
fairs has existed trom the organization of the Territory, aud 
still cdntinnes, The‘scattered clans in all this region, known 
as the Shoshones or Snakes, inhabit a country for the most part 
destitute of timber and game, spreading into wide deserts, and 
affording them secure retreats in rugged mountains and deep 
canyons. Commencing their depredations upon the early emi- 
grants, they have continued their habits of theft and murder 
antil the present time. Neyer having. any fixed habitations, 
they acquire no property bxtépt by plunder, and hold none ex- 
cept for temporary subsistence and plunder. So, far trom 
cultivating the soil or any arts of peace, they have to a great 
extent ceased to depend for food upon fish, grass seeds, crickets, 
roots, etc., and rely upon what they seize by murder and rob- 
bery on the public highways and frontier settlements. Their 
depredations upon the early mining population cansed the ex- 
peditiens.of the winter of 1862-3 and spring of 1863 against 
them, which drove them from all the region of country north 
ot Snake River, and they have carried with them to the south- 
ern and south-western bortlers, in coalition with their cognate 
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tribe, the Pah Ute, their predatory habits They have no-rec- 
ognized head, but simply leaders of clans, and know-nothing 
of treaty obligations, Nothing, therefore, but vigorous war, 
that will push them to extremities of starvation or extermina- 
tion, can ever bring peace to our borders and security:to our 
highways. 

The rapid progress of the contemplated raflroad, and ‘the 
fact that all the southern portion of the Territory will soon 
chiefly depend upon that for al ee of supp ies and fa- 
cilities for travel, render it specially important that all these 
scattered predatory bands of Indians, in open hostility about 
our south-western borders, should be speedily suppressed, And 
in this connection, your committee take occasion- to mention 
with much satisfaction, the fact that this subdivision, including 
the military operations against these Indians, has been placed 
under the control of Gen. Crook, an experienced and attive 
officer, whose reputation for skill, ability and success is estab- 
lished by warlike services elsewhere, as well as by his present 
vigorous operations in the Held, which afford the best assur 
ances of an utter riddance and a lasting peace.

The yearly receipts from the different sources of revenue 
are very small, being obont one-third of the expenditures, and 
unless the Territoric]l Revenue is increased pro rata by addi- 
tional taxation to meet the current expenses, in a few years the 
Territory will be nnavoidably and irretrievably insolvent, 

I would recommen: that the property tax be increased from 
seventy cents to one hundred cents on the one hundred dollars. 
The rate of licenses is sufficient and adequate, but instead of 
the territory receiving only one-tenth of this source of revenue 
I would suggest an increase to twenty-five per cent.; this can 
be accomplished without materially affecting the interest of 
tax payers, and would result in placing the credit of the Terri- 
tory on a sound basis, the result of which would be that instead 
of warrants depreciating in their value, they would otherwise 
command a premium. In this connection I would recommend 
that the Committee of Ways and Means devote their serious 
attention to the finances: repealing, amending, and as the case 
demands, remodeling of the reventie law. 

Some means should he adopted whereby the Statutes already 
para may be circulated amone the officers of the various 

ounties, so that they may be enabled to perform their respect- 
ive duties in accordance with law. Heretofore this want has. 
been serionsly felt and has retarded in no small measure the 
collection of revenue. 

‘The revenue law, in regard to what kind of monies shall be 
pad and received for taxes, is plain and definite, bnt there is a 

isposition on tne part of some of the Counties to make pay- 
ment in Legal Tenders at par, thus causing an uneven and 
uncertain currency in the Treasury, resulti#g in much injustice 
to warrant holders; and, again, gold Gust is paid and received | 
wholly unfit for circulation, very often being composed in part 
of sand, battery, and other foreign matter, The attention of, 
Collectors and Receivers of Territorial funds should be directed 
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w a more thorough enforcement of this portion of the revenue 
aw. : 

I would recommend that the Treasurer pay the interest on 
the Territorial Bonds in coin, or gold dust at the current rates 
of coin, according to the tenor and face of the Bonds. By all 
means let the Territory fulfill the obligation to which it has 
pledged itself. 

I would, also, recommend that a committee be appointed to 
examine the condition of the offices of Controller and Treasurer. 

In relation to the defaleation of A. Slocum, late Treasurer 
of Boise County, I would state that I commenced action against 
the sureties on his official bond for the amount of 97,245 86. 
The case was sent up to the Supreme Court from the District 
Court of Boise County on demmrrer to fhe complaint. The 
demurrer was overruled in every partienlar, except that objec- 
ting tv the complaint on the ground of its want of definiteness, 
On that point the demurrer was sustained, and the cause sent 
back to the District Court with leave to the Plaintif to amend 
the complaint, and that the trial then proceed. 

An Act “to provide for funding the indebtedness of the 
Territory of Idaho,” passed January 12th, 1966, See. 3, 4th 
line, “ Treasurer or Receiver” should be stricken out and Con- 
troller sulstituted, as this is the proper department for claims 
against the Territory, to be audited and allowed. Also, same 
Act, Sec. 9, 2d line, should be amended go as to read “ Trea- 
surer or Receiver and Oontroller,” instead of * Treasurer or 
Receiver.” : 

I would most heartily recommend, suggest and insist that 
the Treasurer be authorized to pay the salary of the Controller 
quarterly in cash. At present the law does not instruct a 
warrant to be drawn for the amount, and the payment is left 
entirely to the option and discretion of the Treasurer, who re- 
fuses to take any responsibility in the premises. As the Con- 
troller has to devote his whole time and attention to Territo- 
rial affairs, to the exclusion of all other business, he should 
have his salary increased in proportion to the importance of 
the office, say $3,000 per annum, to be paid quarterly in cash, 
which compensation would prove an incentive to the faithful 
performance of his duties, 

In conclusion, I would most respectfully state that. the an- 
nexed statements are a full, correct and complete exhibit of the 
transactions of this department during my term of office.

I have paid, warrants issned after Ist December, 1865, so far 
ag presented, with intere-t thereon, amounting to twenty-one 
hundred and ten dollars and two cents ($2,110 02). There 
are vet warrants (two, Nos, 205 and 211) of that class to be 


paid, ajavunting to six hundred and twenty-nine dollars and ` 


eighty-six cents (S620 85}, interest not included. 


Warrants have also been received for payment drawn on the. 


18th January, 1866, which I have declined to pay, for the 
payment of whieh mendamms suits are now pending. That 
Class of warrants amounts to one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-tive dollars and eighty-one cents ($1,955 81). not in- 
cluding interest; the question arises as tô whether the Auditor 
could legally draw a warrant on that day— otherwise they 
would have been covered by former mandamus. 

In accordance with the Legislative Act tunding the ont-. 
standing indebtedness, in the form of warrants, up to Dee. ist, 
1865, I have redeemed warrants and issued bonds to the aunount 
of forty-five thousand, eight hundred and sixteen dollars and 
fifty-eight cents (45,516 53); the Interest on which amount 
for ten and a halt months (104), became due on the first of 
December, A. D. 1866: The bonds, in conformity with Section 
Tof Funding Act, read “interest and principal payable in 
Gold and Silver Coin of the United States.

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rency has been paid into this Treasury, I have been unable: 
thus far to meet the payments as specitied they should be met., 
I have deemed it expedient to pay caupons presented in person’ 
by bond holders, in such kinds of money as I received and’ 
apportioned to the Sinking Fund. But as many of the bonds 

are held ontside of the Territory, the conpons of which have 

been sent to this office for payment, I have deferred the matter 

until my report could be laid before you. ” I wonld urge yonr ' 
immediate attention to this matter, not only as regards the 

present case, but to provide the manner of payments for the 

future.

convicted during the year, and sent from Ada County. , 

have visited the Prison quarterly during the year, and 
found the prisoners well eared for, with responsible guard on 
duty as provided by law.. The County Jail of Boise County 
is probably as well adapted for temporary prison purposes as 
any County Jail in the Territory, comprising twelve cells of 
proper dimensions—the greatest defect being in the fence 
surrounding the Jail and used as Prison Yard, which is very 
defective, and prisoners may not be turned out without being 
closely guarded. The only escape dtring the year, that of 
Onicedsle, occurring through this defection. 

See. Tth of Act referring to duties of Prison Commissioner 
provides that the Prison Reaper. under the direction of the 
Commissioner, shall, when it will conduce to the public interest, 
employ at hard labor all convicts in said Prison. 
` The provisions of this section have been inoperative, not- 
withstanding Mr. J. I. Crutcher has made repeated attempts 
to employ them. The law contemplates the manufacture of 
bricks, but we have not thought it conducive # the public 
interest to so employ them, as it would have involved" an 
expense that the Hmited demand for that article in-Idaho City 
did not justify. We also met with opposition in attempting to 
employ them in the mines, as that class of laborers are numer- 
ous, who are employed by the day.

Report will show our Common Schools to be in a very ur 
promising condition. We are still, in a measure, destitute of 
either Schools or School houses, and while every other branch 
of business is receiving its due share of attention, the interests 
of our Common Schools are in many places almost totally 
neglected. . 

t will be seen by the tabular statement herewith that reports 
have been received from only four Counties. Of the whole 
number of children between the aves of five and eighteen 
years, only a fraction over one-half aro reported as havin 
attended school during the year. Where they have attended, 
in most cases it has only been for one quarter. 

In the report from Boise County the question was submitted 
whether the two-mill tax authorized by the last Legislature ta 
be levied for School purposes was to be understoad as so much 
in addition to the then existing tax, or whether the 9th Section 
of Article 8 of the School Law abolished the tax authorized 
’ by the Legislature of 1864-5, which question is submitted to 
your honorable body for adjustment, 
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The Report of the Territorial Controller shows that there is 
now in the Treasury the sum of one dollar and thirty cents 
($1 80), collected from franchises for school purposes. Inas- 
much as reports have been received from only four Counties, it 
is thought advisable not to proceed with the apportionment of 
the above sum among the several Counties from which reports 
* have been received, but that said sum be added to the appor- 

tionment for next year. wear 

Aside from a definite settlement-of the amount of tax to be 
levied by County Commissioners for School purposes, I know 
of no change that I would recommend in the existing School 
Law.
